BOOK REVIEW 

In the 1286 pages of “The 
Rise and Fall of the Third 
Reich” is William Shirer's 
lifetime labor. In this tre- 
mendous book is the inform- 
ation gathered by the author 
in the Berlin news bureaus 
during the rise and en- 
trenchment of Nazism, on 
the European parts as a war 
correspondent, and;— chiefly 
— from the voluminous files 
of the government, captures 
in the swift, confused col- 
lapse. Five years were spent 
shifting and correlating the 
sea of evidence. The finished 
result is the best, common 
history of Nazi Germany 
ever written. 

However, for those seeking 
a good war story, it must be 
a disappointment. This vol- 
ume is a study into Nazi 
politics for the most part. 

William Shirer took upon 
himself the task of exposing 
ihe strangest, most night- 
marish period in history. 
Those twelve years and 
four months represent a des- 
cent into the Old Stone Age. 

This fantastic saga is told 
in its entirety — from a small 
town on the Austro-German 
border to a bunker under 
the Chancellery in the capi- 
tol of the Third Reich. 

Perhaps the most reveal- 
ing chapters of the book 
concern the period from Hit- 
ler's birth to the Beer Hall 
Putsch of 1923, the ensuing 
conflict between the Nation- 
al Socialist Party and the 
Weimar Republic, and the 
smashing <4 all opposition to 
Hitler’s government and the 
assumption of control in ev- 
ery social institution. 

The most controversial 
questions of our time, the 
“Bloodless Conquests”, Mun- 
ich, and the Nazi-Soviet Pact 
— especially those sections 
of the latter dealing with 
the proposed Russo-German 
division of Eastern Europe 
— are extensively discussed 
as are the eleventh bour in- 
trigues. 

Of the most interest to stu- 
dents of the war are the di- 
rectives issued by the Ger- 
man General Staff and Hit- 
ler, the insane orders from 
the Supreme Warlord which 
lost the war, and the shaky 
relations between the Ger- 
man generals and Hitler. 

One very puzzling aspect 
is that of the Nazi Govern- 
ment. With the top command 
composed of men like Goe- 
ring, Hess, Ribbentrop, 
Goebbels, and Himmler with 
their jealous in-fighting, one 
wonders how their govern- 
ment -fumbled thru the war. 
Perhaps Mr. Shirer was pre- 
judiced due to his service 
in Germany from 1925-1941. 

Regardlessly, no one can 
dispute the value of this 
very comprehensive history. 
Both the Bethel and Gould 
libraries have copies which 
should prove very useful to 
history students. 

All in all, "The Rise and 
Fall of the Third Reich” is 
a book with which everyone 
should be acquainted.
